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Select Board approves 
a common victualer’s 
license, legal counsel 

and other requests

WILMINGTON — On 
Monday night, the Select 
Board meeting opened with 
a moment of silence to 
honor the passing of Kath- 
leen Scanlon. Chair Gary 
DePalma mentioned that 
Scanlon served as town 
clerk in Wilmington from 
1992 to 2006. 

They then reviewed and 
approved a request for a 
common victualer’s license 
for Michael McCoy on be- 
half of Michael’s Place at 
110 Lowell St. McCoy explain- 
ed he displayed a 3l-year 
track record operating his 
restaurant before he sold 
the business under a 10-year 
lease. 

He commented on issues 
with tenants paying rent 
and property taxes which 
led to him paying it him- 
self for a period of time, 
and after failing to find a 
new tenant he decided to 
reopen. He also mentioned 
that it would take up to six 
months for him to do so 
due to shipping and equip- 
ment shortages. 

The board members wel- 
comed McCoy back into 
business before they voted 
to approve. 

They later heard from 
Principal Assessor Karen 
Rassias regarding a re- 
quest for outside legal ser- 
vices for potential issues 
between Reading Munici- 
pal Light Department and 
the town. 


Town Manager Jeff Hull 
explained there was an 
RMLD question raised re- 
garding their new proper- 
ty on Ballardvale Street in 
terms of the requirement 
for RMLD to pay the town 
taxes. He also suggested 
RMLD may pursue an ap- 
peal to the appellate tax 
court. 

He reminded the board 
that in a previous issue with 
RMLD, there was a conflict 
because RMLD was repre- 
sented by KP|Law. 

Rassias said the Board of 
Assessors believes RMLD’s 
purchase of land triggered 
a payment according to an 
established process to cal- 
culate a pilot payment. Hull 
explained that the pilot is a 
payment in lieu of the tax 
payment. 

Rassias found an attor- 
ney with experience for a 
rate of $200 an hour and 
requested that the board 
approve the use of the ser- 
vices of Attorney Ellen 
Hutchinson, who indicated 
her willingness to be in- 
volved. She added RMLD 
was of the opinion that they 
would be tax exempt in 
this case. 

Frank West asked what 
the property was acquired 
for, and Rassias answered 
that it was to be used for a 
substation because of pow- 
er demands. 

Kevin Caira asked what 


the next steps would be - 


here. Rassias suggested 
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New senior center 
project is over budget

WILMINGTON — Public 
Buildings Superintendent 
George Hooper and Dan 
Pallotta of Owner’s Pro- 
ject Manager company P3 
came before the Select 
Board on Monday night to 
explain how the new sen- 
ior center project is over- 
budget at this stage. 

Hooper shared with the 
board they were preparing 
for the construction phase 
of this project, and they 
received five general con- 
tractor bids on or before 
Sept. 15. The bids came in 
at a range of $16 million to 
over $20. million, which he 
said was higher than what 
they expected. 

Hooper also mentioned 
they prepared options to 
remove the generator and 
the pergola in the case that 
the bids were above the ex- 
pected range for the proj- 
ect. 

Pallotta referenced that 
the initial sub bids in- 
creased 3.96 percent over 
the estimate, while the 
general bids were 12.25 
percent higher than the 
appropriation estimate. He 
displayed cost projections 
showing that they original- 
ly held the escalation in 
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the cost estimate but since 
lowered it, and the bids 
climbed at a rate unfore- 
seen by the experts. 

Accepting the lowest re- 
ceived bid leaves the proj- 
ect under-appropriated by 
$1.8 million. Pallotta add- 
ed that Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Law prevents the pro- 
ject from moving forward 
without all of the money 
being available. He also 
reported they spent about 
$1.106 million on the proj- 
ect up to this point. — 

Hooper clarified that the 
escalation is only in the 
construction cost for the 
building. With the agree- 
ment of the Senior Center 
Building Committee, they 
were asking the board to 
appropriate another $1.8 
million for the project. 

Chair Gary DePalma ask- 
ed how long the decision 
could be postponed. Pal- 
lotta replied they had 30 
business days from the 
date of the contract on 
Sept. 15 before the bid 
would be null and void. 

DePalma also asked to 
clarify that they were re- 
questing the money to be 
allocated from the town’s 
American Rescue Plan Act, 
or ARPA, funds. Hooper pro- 
vided that a special Town 
Meeting wasn’t an option 
due to their short window, 
so they asked Bryan Perry 
to identify another source 
of reallocation. 

They concluded that the 
ARPA funds could be used 
toward this project. 

“That would keep this 
project on track and allow 
us to move forward with

WINCHESTER — On 
Sunday, Sept. 17 after a 
five-year hiatus due to 
COVID-19, Winchester Hos- 
pital held a heart-warm- 
ing reunion for the Special 
Care Nursery families as 
over 400 people RSVPed 
which took place from 1 - 
3 p.m. This event was for 
families of vulnerable ba- 
bies that spend days and 
sometimes months in the 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit (NICU). 

The theme was barn- 
yard animals. There were 
farm animals, goats, bun- 
nies, a photo booth, and a 
DJ. They also had face 
painting, and there were 
art stations, bubble sta- 
tions, etc. For food, they 
had cupcakes, chips, wa- 


ter, and an ice cream 
man which was a big hit. 


with the kids. The cakes 
were all barnyard-themed, 
as well. One of the girls 
in the unit, Lisa Cyr, who 
loves to bake, made all 
the cakes and cupcakes. 

Special Care Nurse, Ca- 
thy Brewer, RN, who lives 
in Wakefield, was in at- 
tendance. She has been 
working in the Special 
Care Nursery since it 
opened in 1989, She said 
that a lot has changed in 
almost 35 years as it is a 
very rewarding place to 
work. The most reward- 
ing part is seeing the ba- 
bies go home and seeing 
the relationship build 
with the parents. 

She noted that her job is 
to build a relationship 
between the parent and 
the baby so that when 


they leave their unit 
they're comfortable and 
they know everything 
about the baby. She noted 
that she can feed any 
baby but what matters is 
if the parents can feed 
and comfortably care for 
the baby. Her time is cen- 
tered around teaching 
and explaining what goes 
on in a premature baby's 
life. 

She said she follows the 
baby's cues, gives the 
baby what they need and 
helps the parents get 
ready to be successful at 
home. They teach them 
how to take baths, what 
the days are going to look 


like, and how to structure 


their time with the baby. 
She helps parents navi- 
gate everything and when 
they go home they have 
an app that also helps 


them do that. 

The babies they see in 
the NICU, Brewer stated, 
range from being prema- 
ture, being delivered from 
32 weeks on, to term ba- 
bies that had some kind 
of trauma at delivery, in- 
cluding having a diabetic 
mother resulting in the 
baby having blood sugar 
issues, or respiratory dis- 
tress syndrome. She said 
she has a wide gamut of 
babies that come in. 


She commented that 


some are in for six hours 
and others for a few 
months, but the sick little 
ones they send to Beth 
Israel in Boston and once 
they are more stable they 
come back to Winchester 
Hospital and.then eventu- 
ally go home.

Retirement Account are taxable in the year the account 
owner receives them but there are some exceptions. A 
qualified charitable distribution is one of the few 
exceptions.

Making a QCD can benefit the taxpayer by reducing 
their taxable income while they support qualifying 
charitable organizations of their choice. The taxpayer 
doesn’t have to worry about meeting the standard 
deduction or itemizing deductions with a QCD. Financial 
institutions report QCDs on Form 1099-R for the calendar 
year the distribution occurs. There’s no number or letter 
code on the Form 1099-R that indicates the distribution 
was a QCD. Here are some QCD Guidelines: 

¢ Taxpayers who make a QCD must be at least 70% years 

old on the day of the distribution. 

¢A QCD will count toward a required minimum 


* The taxpayer must have an acknowledgement of the 


¢ The amount of the QCD can’t be more than the 
amount of the distribution that would count as income. 

* Declare the QCD as income to claim the charitable 
contribution as a deduction. 

¢ The maximum annual exclusion for QCDs is $100,000. 

¢ When filing a joint return, the spouse can also have a 
QCD and exclude up to $100,000. 

¢ Any QCD more than the $100,000 exclusion limit counts 
as income like any other distribution.

The Town of 
Wilmington is taking 
‘private property 


To the editor, 

The property known as 
the Sciarappa Farm at 333 
Andover St. in Wilmington 
has been in the family for 
over 100 years. Now, Town 
Manager Hull and the Sel- 
ect Board is TAKING this 
property away from the 
owners by eminent do- 
main. 

This callous and greedy 
land grab was started af- 
ter a meeting between me 
and Jay Doherty, the CEO 
of Cabot, Cabot & Forbes 
(CC&F) with Manager Hull 
and his staff in November, 
2022. Mr. Doherty discus- 
sed a proposal to acquire 
the property and build 
apartments at the site, 
which would. allow the 
town to meet in part the 
requirements of Housing 
Choice which is mandated 
to the town by Massachu- 
setts Department of Hou- 
sing and Community De- 
velopment. 

This mandate requires 
the town to add a signifi- 
cant number of residen- 
tial units. But Mr. Doher- 
ty’s proposal was far more 
than just building apart- 
ments. He offered to give 
the town enough land in a 
location of the town’s 
choice where a fire/police 
substation would be locat- 
ed, construct a pad on 
which the building can be 
built, have nature trails 
and open space for public 
use, AND have an athletic 
complex built that the 
town would have priority 
of use with ice rinks, soc- 
cer, lacrosse fields, and 
other amenities. 

All at NO COST to the 
town! Hull stated that he 
would talk with the Select 
Board and the arrange for 
Mr. Doherty to come be- 
fore the Select Board to 
make a presentation. 

Five weeks after that 
November. meeting, Mr. 
Doherty finally was invit- 
ed to a Select Board meet- 
ing. We all waited patient- 
ly for the opening of that 
meeting which was de- 
layed because the Mana- 
ger was meeting behind 
closed doors in Executive 
Session. When ‘the Board 
and Manager finally came 
into the room, Manager 
Hull announced that the 
town “has a strong inter- 
est” in the land. 

Nonetheless, Mr. Doher- 
ty made his presentation 
along with a representa- 
tive of Edge Sports Group 
who proposes to build the 
sports complex. After the 
presentation, the Mana- 
ger and several members 
of the Select Board made 
their intentions known 
that they didn’t want any 
more housing built in 
Wilmington. One Select 
Board member - stated 
that they wouldn’t support 
changing the zoning of the 
property which would in- 
crease the value because 
that would WORK AGAINST 
THE TOWN’S COST OF 
TAKING THE PROPER- 
TY! 

Other comments were 
that apartments are in- 
consistent with the char-

acter of Wilmington, and 
that there is a need for a 
fire substation (ignoring 
the offer of CC&F to GIVE 
the town the land and pad 
for a fire substation). 

So, clearly, the plan to 
take this private property 
was hatched in secret 
meetings of the Manager 
and the Select Board! The 
family that owns this land 
has been in Wilmington 
for over 100 years. How 
many members of the Sel- 
ect Board can say the 
same? And Manager Jeff 
Hull doesn’t even live in 
Wilmington so he could 
care less that his legacy 
when he leaves in October 
is that he will be the one 
who orchestrated the tak- 
ing of private property. 
This land is more than 62 
acres in Wilmington and 
about six acres in Ando- 
ver. How many acres does 
the town need to build a 
fire substation? 

Manager Hull and the 
Select Board got a last 
minute article on the 
spring Town Meeting war- 
rant approved which gran- 
ted them the authority to 
“'.acquire by purchase, 
gift eminent domain or 


otherwise all or a portion 


of the property...located at 
333 Andover Street...”. They 
wasted little time in pursu- 
ing the power of eminent 
domain and voted the tak- 
ing, again in secret meet- 
ings so that no one could 
hear what was.said. 

There has been a great 
deal of misinformation or 


_untruths told by politi- 


cians and others who de- 
mand that the town TAKE 
THE PROPERTY! Many 
have said that the owners 
have been given tax breaks 
over the years and it’s 
time that the town get it 
back. The truth is that 
when this was an active 
farm, Chapter 61A of the 
Massachusetts General 
Laws allows for such land 
to be appraised and taxed 
at a reduced rate. That rate 
is SET BY THE TOWN. 
This property hasn’t 
been an active farm for 
many years and it is being 
taxed at the full rate as 
assessed by the town. For 
over 100 years, every pen- 
ny of every tax bill has 
been paid in full. When 
the property was regis- 
tered under Ch. 61A, the 
town had a right of first 
refusal to match any offer 
presented to the owners. 
That option was given to 
the town, and the town 
never acted on it. 
Further, in the 25 years 
that I have represented the 
owners I have had many 
conversations with Mana- 
ger Hull and his predeces- 
sor about a sale to the 
town. The town NEVER 
MADE AN OFFER! Now, 
faced with the requirement 
by the state upon the town 
to provide for the construc- 
tion of hundreds of resi- 
dential units, Hull and the 
Select Board are TAKING 
private property well suit- 
ed to allow for such to try 
to circumvent their re- 
sponsibility.

Midnight search finds missing 
wet but unconcerned |

Shortly after the United 
States entered World War 
I in April 1917, the state 
legislature activated the 


Massachusetts State Guard. - 


Tensions were high with 
many people concerned 
about the possibility of 
an attack by Germany. 
The State Guard was 
comprised of men over 35 
who could serve in their 
home towns. 

On July 10, 1917, Wil- 
mington submitted-a_ pe- 
tition to the state Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, 
asking for a State Guard 
unit. It was. signed by 68 
persons. On July 18, about 


40 recruits began drilling. 

A month later, the unit 
had its first test, but it 
wasn’t a German inva- 
sion. The State Guard was 
called out to search for a 
missing man. William G. 
Grovenstein, 89, had gone 
out in the afternoon, as he 
often did, picking blueber- 
ries. Caught in a thunder- 
storm, he became lost in 
the woods near Andover 
Street. 

When he failed to return 
home in the evening, his 
relatives and neighbors 
searched the fields where 
he usually went, without 
success. 

They then sought help, 
calling Herbert C. Bar- 


rows, chairman of the sel- 
ectmen. He called the fire 
department, which called 
the State Guard. 

The captain of the local 
unit, Aldice G. Eames was 
out of town, so they called 
the first lieutenant. With 
the company barely a 
month old, W.R. Eberts 
found himself in com- 
mand. At 11:30 p.m., he 
sounded the alarm on the 
town fire whistle. By mid- 
night, several squads had 
reported to the Town Hall, 
and by 12:30, the entire 
company was on hand. 

First Sgt. Albert E. Hay- 
ward was placed in 
charge of field operations. 
Men with lanterns were 


sent into the woods near 
where Grovenstein was 
spending the summer. 
About 15 minutes later, he 
was found, casually lean- 
ing against. a tree. 

“What are you bothering 
about me for?” he said. 
“’m all right. I'll get 
home when it’s light.” 

Although he was soaked, 
he wasn’t starving. His 
berrying had. been suc- 
cessful and he had plenty 
to eat. He had a bruise 
from a fall but suffered no 
serious consequences from 
his night in the woods. 

By 2 a.m., the men of 
the Wilmington unit of the 
State Guard were home in 
bed.

the lowest bidder,” Hooper 
continued. 

Kevin Caira wondered if 
the construction of the 
pickleball courts could be 
delayed in order to save 
the approximate cost of 
$800,000 until later. Pallota 
answered there were also 
lighting and emergency 
circuits involved in the 
construction, and to re- 
move those as a condition 
of awarding the project 
would violate Massachu- 
setts General Law. He also 
suggested it would cost 
more money if postponed. 

Caira also asked them to 
clarify the difference in 
the town hall/school admin 
project, where they engaged 
a CM at’Risk, versus this 
project to design then 
build. Pallotta replied that 
the design then build is ty- 
pically for a smaller proj- 
ect, as opposed to the CM 
at Risk for a larger proj- 


ect. The senior center proj- 
ect involves a constant re- 
view of the budget and bids 
to be at market rate. 

Caira then asked for an 
explanation of the impact 
of moving the ARPA funds 
here. DPW Director Jamie 
Magaldi explained they 
originally put $5.5 million 
toward the Woburn Street 
water main project, but 
with the reallocation they 
would shrink and phase the 
project over subsequent 
years. This would increase 
the cost to between $7-10 
million and involve borrow- 
ing millions of dollars 
through water funds. 

Caira lastly asked to con- 
firm that this would be 
enough money to construct 
the building. Pallotta said 
they knew a few line items 
came in lower. than antici- 
pated to make up the dif- 
ference. 

DePalma wondered if the 
allocation would cause a 
delay in either project. 


Magaldi suggested that it 
may have the opposite 
effect on the Woburn Street 
water main project, al- 
though he said long-term it 
may not be financially effi- 
cient. He confirmed that 
nothing is wrong with the 
water main. 

The board members over- 
all did not have any objec- 
tions to the proposal, and 
they voted to reallocate 
ARPA funds for the senior 
center.

It’s sometimes said that good things 
come to those who wait. 

Earlier this summer, during a formal 
dedication ceremony of Woburn’s new fire 
headquarters by the Showcase Cinemas 
complex and the Route 38 rotary onto I- 
95, past and present Woburn Fire Chiefs 
Donald Kenton and Stephen Adgate cer- 
tainly agreed with the sentiment behind 
that old expression. 

“I’m excited. We spent a lot of time to- 
gether [and] it ended as a state-of-the-art 
design. Absolutely superb,” said Kenton, 
who inherits the new 27,000 headquarters 
space after taking over the fire depart- 
ment’s leadership reins from Adgate to- 
wards the end of the years long 
construction project. 

Adgate, who traveled back to. Woburn 
from his new retirement home in Florida 
to partake in the special ceremony, also 
heralded the end of the project, which is 
the centerpiece of a $30 million fire de- 
partment modernization plan approved 
by Mayor Scott Galvin and the City Coun- 
cil back in the winter of 2020. 

With the city’s headquarters building 
moving from the city’s South End neigh- 
borhood by the Winchester line to the 
community’s border with Burlington, city 
officials and firefighters fought for close 
to a decade to make last month’s grand 
opening a reality. 

Acknowledging just how momentous 
the occasion was when local officials fi- 
nally sanctioned the $23 million budget for 
the two-story headquarters space, Adgate 
back in 2020 acknowledged the patience

and perseverance of rank-and-file fire- 
fighters who had for years lamented the 
deteriorating condition of Woburn’s vari- 
ous fire houses. 

"I just want to thank the. mayor and 
the City Council for the support of this 
project. I also want to thank the fire de- 
partment for being behind this. I think 
they realize it's for the betterment of the 
city and more importantly, for the depart- 
ment as a whole," Adgate told the City 
Council after they swiftly approved the 
funding request back in February of 2020. 

The new state-of-the-art headquarters 
building, which includes three oversized 
bays for engine and ladder trucks, con- 
tains new administrative offices, storage 
and locker areas, a new fitness room, and 
living quarters for shift commanders and 
up to 15 rank-and-file firefighters. 

The building also includes a training 
tower and mezzanine area above the 
garage floor that will enable local fire-. 
fighters to conduct special training exer- 
cises. Unlike many surrounding fire 
stations - including those in most abutting 
communities - the new headquarters in- 
cludes front and rear access doors that 
allow heavy vehicles to pull straight into 
the building - as opposed to having to be 
backed into the bays.’ 

A second support building, standing 22- 
feet tall and containing 6,130 square feet 
of space, was also constructed towards 
the rear of the 3.5-acre space by Route 38 
and Forest Park Road by Middlesex 
Canal Park. That space-will be used to 
service apparatus and equipment.

_. But Gill convinced a 
band of smaller-pocketed 
and novice investors to pile 

in and buy GameStop 

stock, pushing the stock 
higher and higher, a so- 


called "short squeeze" that 
caused billions of loses for 


hedge funds. That is until - 


Wall Street fought back 
(and not entirely fairly). 

"Dumb Money," whose 
title comes from the de- 
risory term institutional in- 
vestors call regular folk, 
wears its love of the little 
guy on its sleeve. The film

If complex financial 
products were previously 
explained by Margot Rob- 
bie in a bathtub, this time 
they're discussed by a 


fully-clothed nurse between 
rounds. ; 

That nurse is played by 
America Ferrera and she's 
just superb, reflecting the 


‘rest of the cast of Pete 


Davidson, Vincent 
D'Onofrio, Nick Offerman, 
Anthony Ramos, Sebastian 
Stan, Shailene Woodley and 
Seth Rogen. Davidson, who 
can be uneven, here offers 
a stand-out comedic and 
dramatic turn. Dano is the 
calm, everyman center, in- 
stantly amiable. And Cardi

The movie is at its most

GameStop's stock soars 
1,600% — making potential 
investors into paper mil- 
lionaires but leaving them 
anxious about whether to 
ride higher or cash out.

' Though approved in 
2020, it took longer than ex- 
pected to reach significant 
completion of the head- 
quarters building, as the 
timing of the public works 
project unfortunately coin- 
cided right with the start of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. _ 

Because the new facility 
was sited on a section of a 
larger 35-acre Forest Park 

parcel that was first do- 
_nated to the community 
back in 1895 for open-space 
‘and cemetery purposes, 
the state Legislature had to 
step in to approve a special 
bill that removed that con- 
stitutionally-protected Ar- 
ticle 97 designation. In 
exchange, the city dedi- 
' cated an equally-sized por- 
‘tion of the old Spence 
Farm property off of 
Wyman Street into state- 
protected parkland. 

During the dedication 
ceremony, State Rep. 
Richard Haggerty (D- 
Woburn), who in the sum- 
mer of 2020 sponsored the 

. legislation needed to make 

: that land swap official, told 
gathered dignitaries he 
was proud to have played a 
part in the process. 

“This new state-of-the- 
art facility represents an 
important investment in 
the safety and wellbeing of 
the people of Woburn and 
provides out firefighters 
with the modern resources 
and infrastructure they 
need to continue serving 
our community with dedi- 


rh 
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cation and valor,” said 
Haggerty. 

Though discussed for 
years prior, the latest push 
to modernize Woburn’s fire 
department dates back to 
2013, when a public safety 
study commissioned by 
Galvin a year prior de- 
scribed the antiquated con- 
dition of: the  force’s 
infrastructure and equip- 
ment as a major area of 
concern. 

That report, first re- 
leased in draft forms dur- 
ing the spring of 2013, was 
compiled by consulting 
firm Management Re- 
sources Inc. (MRI). 

Describing issues with 
mold growth, major fire 
code violations with some 
fire houses lacking second- 
ary building exits, and a 
somewhat embarrassing 
mention of absent smoke 
detectors, the authors of 
the MRI study concluded a 
major fire department 
overhaul was needed. 

Though taking heat 
from firefighters for post- 
poning mentioned building 
repairs, Galvin in the years 
after that MRI report was 
released would include mil- 
lions of dollars in funding 
within future capital budg- 
ets to acquire new two fire 
engines a new bucket 
truck, a new ladder, and 
new firefighter turnout 
gear. 

However, after funding 
other major building proj- 
ects, including the con-

struction of a new elemen- 
tary school and a major li- 
brary expansion project, 
the mayor and Adgate in 
the summer of 2019 en- 
dorsed an ambitious fire 
modernization plan that 
called for constructing the 
new headquarters off Main 
Street and completing 
major renovations at three 
other firehouses. 

The recommendation 
came after Boston-based 
DiNisco Design Architects 
was hired to conduct a fea- 
sibility study examining 
various options for ad- 


dressing the fire depart- 
ment’s infrastructure 
issues. 

Per the DiNisco report 
recommendation - for 
which the City Council 
appropriated $6.75 million 
back in 2020 to see imple- 
mented - Woburn’s old 
South End headquarters 
building, as well as sta- 
tions in East Woburn and 
the city’s West Side, will be 
subject to renovations. 

The plan also calls for 
closing the city’s two re- 
maining fire houses.

The quick aggres- 
sive interior attack made 
by the companies limited 
the amount of damage 
mainly to the basement. 

Wilmington Fire assist- 
ed on the scene with Bil- 
lerica and Andover Fire 
providing station cover- 
age. 

Chief Joseph Kearns 


stated that “in both of 
these fires, it was through 
the quick aggressive ac- 
tion taken by the first ar- 
riving engine companies 
and a coordinated attack 
that contained the dam-: 
age at both of these fires.” 

The chief would also 
like to acknowledge the 
excellent work done by 
NMRECC on both of 
these incidents. 

“The professional and 
calm manner in which 
they did their job made 
both incidents run smooth- 
ly and safely.”

WILMINGTON — It is a 
warm, breezy fall day at 
Wilmington High School 
and the sun is shining down 
on the field hockey team. 

Not a cloud in the sky, 
it’s the perfect scene for 
team’s picture day. 

While various players are 
lined up for their individual 
portraits, smiles, laughter, 
and enthusiasm beams 
from the group — it ap- 
pears these players have 
known each other for years.

Three years ago, Melvin 
and Hassell were standing 
in that same spot outside 
WHS as two freshmen who 
had just made the big 
club. 

Flash forward to last 
week, the senior captain 
duo is ensuring there will 
never be a newcomer to 
feel that way again. It’s 
safe to say that plan has 
passed with flying colors. 

Coming into high school, 
both Melvin and Hasell 
were no strangers to field 
hockey. 

Having played the game 
since middle school, the 
tandem arrived on. the 
scene familiar with the 
game and how it’s played. 
However, that didn’t mean 
‘there wasn’t anything to 
learn. And under the most 
challenging circumstan- 
ces, COVID made that ad- 
justment period slightly 
more difficult. Their fresh- 
man season largely con- 
sisted of practices as op- 
posed to games. 

“Looking back, it did help 
us out,” recalled Hassell of 
her freshman year amidst 
COVID. 

“Getting to know the 
team and playing with the 
same girls every year 
helped me get better.” 

Reflecting back to her 
freshman self, she’s only 
seen her confidence sky- 
rocket. 

“(My) confidence on the 
field (has improved),” said 
the midfielder. “When I 
was younger and playing 
with older girls, I would 
touch the ball and be 
afraid that I’d mess, up. 
Now it’s the confidence to 
carry the ball and take it 
wherever you need it.” 


Melvin had a similar ex- 
perience. 

“Having the confidence 
to dribble it up the field 
instead of passing it to the 
closest (player is huge),” 
she said. “As a sophomore, 
I would just pass it to the 
closest junior on the team 
and now I will actually 
take it myself.” 

The program received 
permission to utilize eighth 
grade waivers, which was 
able to help round out the 
program. To both Hassell 
and Melvin, it’s only an op- 
portunity to grow the team 
even faster. 

“We started by trying to 
recruit people,” said Mel- 
vin. “We had the eighth- 
grade waiver, so we have a 
bunch of young girls on 
the team so we’re just try- 
ing to keep them encour- 
aged throughout the year. 

“We’re such a new team 
but we’re all close and 
we’re all friends, we have a 
good connection,” contin- 
ued the forward. “That 
teamwork will really drive 
us towards the end and 
hopefully we can (win) as 
many games as we can 
and get to the playoffs. 

So soon into the season, 
WHS coach Leanne Ebert 
is already blown away by 
their natural leadership 
qualities. 

“They’ve taken on an in- 
experienced varsity team,” 
said the coach. “With that 
comes a lot of responsibili- 
ty and they’ve really been 
such great role models in 
leading the team and 
showing the players what 
is expected of a varsity 
team, so that’s been amaz- 
ing.” 

Those acts of leadership 
don’t stop with the varsity 
team — they flow as far 
down to the junior varsity 
team. 

“The JV team is a very 
young team, so they’ve also 
been role models and taken 
the JV team under their 
wing (as well as) showing 
the varsity team how to 
model for the JV team,” 
said Ebert. 

However, Hassell and 
Melvin aren’t the only voic- 
es on the team.

Everyone is working to 
keep everyone close toge- 
ther,” said Hassell. 

Despite a pair of early 
losses to open the year, 
Ebert acknowledges the 


strength of both Winches- 
ter and Arlington, and she 
admires the way her cap- 
tains kept her team in the 
game from start to finish. 

“We started off with two 
pretty big schools, some 
powerhouses, and they ne- 
ver quit for a second,” she 
said. “It started with the 
captains and that leader- 
ship and it trickled to the 
rest of the team and that 
positive vibe.
